GEN. PERSHING IN FRANCE 
CROSSES FROM ENGLAND 
TO BOLOUGNE AT NIGHT 


American Commander 


Accorded Warm Wel- 


come Upon Landing by Representatives 
of French Army and Government. 


PARIS, June 12 6:10 Pp. m.—Major- 


General Pershing arrived in Paris late 
today, 


The General received a tumultuous 
weicome while he proceeded through the 
thronged boulevards. At the station he 
was welcomed by Marshal Joffre, Am- 


bassador Sharp and Paul Painleve, Min- 
ister of @Var. 


A house on the Place de la Concorde 


will be the headquarters of the Amer- 
ican officers during their stay in Paris. 

Tonight Ambassador Sharp will give 
a dinner at the American embassy for 
Gen. Pershing, and President Poincare 
will receive Gen. Pershing tomorrow 
anc will entertain him at luncheon at 
the Palace of the Elysee. 

Gen. Pershing crossed the English 
Channel last night after having at- 
tended a State dinner in London and 
landed at Boulogne this morning. 

Gen. Pershing was met at the quay 
by Gen. Pelletier, representing the 
French Government, and general head- 
quarters of the French army; Com- 
mandant “Hue, representing the Minis- 
ter of War; Gen. Lucas, commanding 
the northern region; Col. Dura, Gover- 
nor of Lille; the Prefect of the Somme, 
Rene Besnard, Under Secretary of War, 
1opresenting ‘the Cabinet; Commandant 
Thouzellier, representing Marshal Jot- 
fre; Vice Admiral Ronarch, represent- 
ing the navy, and other public officials. 

British soldiers and marines lined up 
along the quays, - rendered military 
honors while the vessel, flying the Starz 
and Stripes, preceded by destroyers an4 
accompanied by hydroairplanes and diri. 
gible balloons, steamed up the channel. 
Military bands played ‘‘The Star-Splan- 
gled Banner’ and “the Marseillaise” 
when Gen. Pelletier and his party board 
ed the boat to welcome Gen. Pershing. 

The channel steamer Invictia, with 
Major-General Pershing and his staff 
on board, steamed into Bologne at 9:40 


o'clock. Tt was welcomed with. cheers 


from French territorials and Britisn 


‘gallors and soldiers on shore, to whicl. 


British troops between decks replied 
lustily. British and French military 
bands struck up “The Star-Spangled 
Banner’ as the ship came-to the dock 
Gen. Pershing stood on the deck sur. 
rounded by his staff. 

After the representatives of the 
French authorities had been presented 
to the American officers the party 
landed and reviewed the French terri- 
torials. The Americans then entered 
motor cars for a ride around the city. 
All along the route they were followed 
by crowds of people who greeted Gen. 
Pershing with the greatest enthusiasm. 

At 11 o’clock the General received 
a number of American and French 
newspaper correspondents. He then 


departed for Paris on a special train. 

The scene in-the harbor when Gen. 
Pershing set foot on. French soil was 
one of beauty and animation. As tho 
day was sunny, the quays were crowded 
with townsfolk and men from all the 


the harbor was gay with flags ‘and 
bunting, many merchant craft hoisting 
American flags. 

A great wave of enthusiasm came 
when Gen. Pershing stepped upon the 
quay. While the band played ‘‘The Mar- 
seillaise’’ he and ‘his staff stood with 
Caps off. Rene Besnard, Under-Secre- 
tary for War, greeting the American 
commander in behalf of the French Gov- 
‘ernment, said the Americans had come 
to France to combat with the allies fox 
the same cause, for the same right and 
civilization. Gen. Pelletier extended a 
greeting to the Americans in behalf of 
the French army. 

“I consider this one of the most im- 
portant moment in American history,”’ 
said Gen. Pershing on his arrival. “Our 
arrival on French soil, constituting as 
we do the advance guard of an American 
army, makes us realize to the fullest 
the importance of America’s participa- 
tion. 

“Our reception has moved us deeply. 
I can only reaffirm that America has 
entered the war with the intention of 
performing her full share—however 
great or small the future will dictate. 
Our allies can depend upon that abso- 
lutely.’’

Temps Comments on Arrival.

“The arrival of Gen. Pershing,” vccn- 
tinues the Temps, “will be understood 
in Petrogred, and the Russians will not 
be alone in comprehending the signifi- 
cance of his arrival. The _ establish- 
ment of an American military staff in 
France shows in & striking manner the 
contrast between military action and 
| political action of all the allies. Mili- 
tary action is rapid and co-ordinate-1 
between all the allies.’’ 

The arrival of Gen. Pershing is de- 
clared to be a symbol! of military unity. 
and the newspaper says that similar 
unity should be brought about in the 
political affairs between the allies.

Aviatrix Will Drop ‘Liberty 
Bombs” on City—Is Due 
Here Tonight. 


Plans for Miss Ruth Law’s aeroplane 
flights over St. Louis tomorrow, an- 
nounced today by the War Board of the 
Chamber of Commerce, include a flight 


over the city in the morning, when she 
will drop “Liberty Bond bombs,” and a 
flight from Jefferson Barracks to Chi- 
cago in the afternoon. 

The aviatrix will arrive here at 7:30 
this evening, from Joplin. She will be 
met at Union Station by the War Board, 
and her airplane will be went to Jeffer- 
son Barracks. 

The morning flight will start and enc 
at the Barracks and the airplane then 
will be prepared for the afternoon flight 
to Chicago. The definite time for 
the morning flight has not been fixed, 
but the committee thinks it can be 
arranged between 8 and 9% o’clock, 
depending upon wind conditions. 

Miss Law, shortly before noon, will 
be brought in an automobile from the 
barracks to the city hall. There she 
will be met by the First Regiment and 
its band, and escorted through the 
downtown district. The route of parade 
will be north on Twelfth street from the 
city hall to Washington avenue, east to 
Broadway, south to Chestnut street, 
west to Seventh and north to Locust. 

She then will be a guest at luncheon 
at the Mercantile Club, where provisiuns 
have been made for 1000 guests, and 
where she will speak in behalf of the 
Liberty Bonds. Afterward she will re- 
turn to the barracks and start her flight 
to Chicago about 2 o'clock.

Senegal is in Equaterial west of 
Africa and the fact that Sengalese 
troops were aboard the Sequana 
would indicate the ship was sunk 
off the African coast.

SENATE COMMITTEE REPORTS 
NEW PROHIBITION BILL 


Provision Empowers President to Re-« 
quisition Existing Supplies of 
liquor if Necessary. 

WASHINGTON, June 18—A new 
bill to prohibit manufacture during 
the war of foodatuffs into distilled 
spirits and malt liquors was ordered 
reported today by the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee. 

Another provision of the bill would} 
empower the President to requisition 
existing supplies of distilled spirits 
if necessary to conserve food supplies 
or to secure alcoho! for war purposes. 

The new bill is designed both as a food 
conservation measure and a step toward 
prohibition during the war. It is not 
designed as a substitute for either the 
food production or control bills now 
pending, but as a distinct measure com- 
binfing many prohibition resolutions and 
bills, 

The bill would, by congressional act, 
prohibit manufacture of nonperishable 
foodstuffs into intoxicating beverages 
and authorize the President to prevert 
such use of them.

Fighting With Stone Avalanches. 


All that day a triangular snowpeak 
had risen like a master wave, now to 
one side, now to the other, of our road. 
On the steepest siopes of its topmost 
snows it carried a broad, open V, miles 
long on either limit, which appeared 
in the changing lights like a faint cat- 
tle brand or giant skit racks, or those 
dim canals of Schiaparelli which mark 
the face of the red planet Mars.

Roads Cling to Mountainside. 

“We climbed! We climbed! We car- 
ried the approaches. Now we are up 
there, and the Austrians are a little to 
the right, just above that sinking cloud 
under that cliff.. When, they are dis- 
lodged we get full command of that 
height,’’ etc., etc. The officer spoke 
without emotion.

Barracks Like Swallows’ Nests. 


On most of ‘the other fronts war is 
waged in hot contact with all man’s 
work and possessions. The slayer and 
the slain keep each other company at 
least in a world that they themselves 
created. But here one faces the immense 
scorn of the hills preoccupied with their 
vwn affairs; for between. frost, snow 
and undermining waters, the hills are aj- 
ways busy. Men, miles and motors are 
busy, too! The roads are alive with 
them. They inhabit cities inside d@im 
forests of pine, whose service paths are 
cut through stale snow and whose aisles 
ring with machinery. They march out, 
marshal and distribute themselves 
among the snowfields above by whole 
regiments and arsenals at atime. Take 
your eye off them for an Instant, and 
they are swallowed up in the vastness 
of things long before they reach the up- 
thrusting rock walls where the mountains 
and the fighting begins. 

There is no scale to lay hold on. The 
largest shells make a smudge ‘no bigger 
than a midge in a corner of a fold of 
a swell on the edge of a snowfleld’s 
flank. A barracks for 20 men is a 
swallow's nest plastered beneath over- 
hanging eaves, only visible when the 
light is good—the same light that re- 
veals the glancing spider web of steel 
wire strung across abysses, which is 
the aerial railway, feeding. that post. 
Some of these lines work only by night, 
when traveling cradles that hang from 
the wires cannot be shrapnelied. Others 
spin and whisper busily all day, against 
lifts and chimneys of the rock, with 
food, 
ammunition and the bleased. letter from 
home, or a still burden of wounded, 
two at a time, slung down after some 
fight on the very crest itself. 


Getting the Supplies Up. 


From the wire rope.and its cradle, to 
the mule which carries 20 pounds, to 
the five-ton lorry or the cart, to rail- 
head, is the way of it for every ounce 
of weight that travels up or down this 
battle front. Except the big guns. They 
arrive at their proper place by the same 
means that Rome was built. 

Men explained and re-explained their 
transform to me, giving weights, sizes, 
distances and average allowance per 
head of troops. Their system is not 
like ours. It seems to lack our abun- 
dance of forma and checks, as well as of 
palaces full of khakied clerks initialling 
bits of paper in quadruplicate.

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THAT U. B. SETTLEMENT. 

The mill tax is the smallest part of the settle- 
ment with the United Railways Co. which the 
Mayor proposes to put in the hands of a com- 
mittee of five members, including himself and 
City Counselor Daues. 

The mill tax has been settled by the courts: 
Whether it is to be abandoned or not depends 
largely on the adjustment of bigger questions, 
which involve the reorganization of the company 
and its relations with the city. 

The company is asking for the recognition of 
the validity of its blanket franchise and the ex- 
tension of it to 1948. 

There must be a complete reorganization of the 
company on the basis of a fair return on its in- 
vestment and provision to meet the city’s present 
and future needs of rapid transportation. 

The Chicago arrangement is not satisfactory. 
Although Chicago shares in the earnings of the 
traction company, the door is open for the con- 
tinual increase of securities. St. Louis will not 
accept a settlement which offers opportuhity 
to increase the pyramid of securities plas- 
tered on the United Railways and to squeeze the 
public for the benefit of holders of watered stocks. 
If any settlement is made it must be based upon 
sound business principles and fair dealing.

FRANCE’S ‘‘IMPERIALISTIC PROGRAM.’’ 

“The French Government presents as the basis 
for agreement all the fundamental points of an 
imperialistic program,’ exclaims Maxim Gorky, 
the Russian novelist, in horror, commenting on 
the Paris note outlining peace terms. One of 
these “fundamental points” was that Germany 
must pay for the damage she has caused to fruit 
trees, churches, public buildings, dwellings, fac- 
tories, business houses, mines and other prop- 
erty in Northern France. If this is an imperial- 
istic program, then every suit under the common 
law to collect damages for wanton injury to prop- 
erty must be imperialism. Another “‘fundamental 
point” was that Alsace-Lorraine, which has an 
area of 5603 square miles, shall be -given wp. 
France should curb her aggressive, unscrupulous 
ambition. The damning Gorky indictment con- 


victs her of plotting a perilous scheme of world} 


domination. 

But if imperialistic is the proper word to apply 
to France’s modest hope of recovering two or 
three counties of alienated French territory, we 
will have to search for a new adjective to de- 
scribe the German designs for a domain éxtend- 
ing from Berlin to Bagdad, fronting on five of the 
seven seas and inhabited hy 172,000,000, people.

The pastors of St. Louis have been 


asked to devote their morning service 
Sunday to American Red Cross Week 
campaign, set for June 18 to 3%, in 
which time the American Red Cross 
War Council will undertake to raise 
$100,000,000 in the United States. ; 

The St. Louis branch of the organiza- 
tion, with A. L. Shapleigh as Captain- 
General, has opened headquarters at 701 
Locust street. Telephone “Red Cross 
1,000,000."’ 

The Campaign Executive Commit- 
tee—N. A. McMillan, chairman, 
Walker Hill, Breckenridge Jones, 
Bw.

aker—has decided that St. Louis’ allot- 
ment of the $2,760,000 shall be raised by 
34 teams, each with a Captain and Lieu- 
tenant, and from 10 to 15 well-known 
business men.

Returns Home After Serving Four 
Years tn Penitentiary,

} workers’ Industrial Union, was greeted 


four years for complicity in dynamite 
pilots. 

The labor delegation was headed by 
‘Charles J. Lammert, president of the 
Building Trades Council. There were 
cries of “Hurrah for Jack Barry!" as 
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Letters of Captured Soldiers De- 
clare Casualties Are 
Frightful. 


LONDON, June 12.—Philip Gibbs, a 
noted English correspondent at the front 
in Belgium, sends the following extracts 
from letters written by German soldiers 
in the Messines sector before the Brit- 
ish offensive broke: 

“We are now in this hell. One might 
believe that God would not allow it to 
go on any longer like this. I think we 
shall he relieved one of these days, as 
there are not many left.’’ 

“The English completely smashed in 
the whole trench and all the dugout. I 
was almost buried in the dugout yester- ; 
day. It was of concrete, and the En- 
glish put a few 38-centimeter shells on 
it, when it collapsed. A whole crowd 
of men was buried and burned. I can- 
not describe what it is like here. Soon 
there will be no hope for us. We have 
a frightful lot of casualties. The drum- 


fire continues day and night—1l4 days of 


it already. ‘So we can’t compete with 
the English.”’ 

‘We are five days in the trench, five 
days in the support, five days in the 
trench again; then we go back for ten 
days. Our division’s losses are over 100 
men each day. The. enemy bombards 
the trench with aerial observation. An 
aviator files quite low and nobody dares 
show himself. Our position looks as 
though 10,000 mad shells had ravaged 
it. On the other hand, the English side 
is quite smooth. Our artillery does not 
fire at all. If ours fire one shot the 
English return 100. Our artillery has no 
ammunition—just enough to repel an at- 
tack. I think if the end does not come 
soon he will beat us.”’ 

‘TIT am in the trenches—in where it is 
very hot. The drumfire day and night 
is almost unbearable. I cannot under- 
stand at all where the English get their 
ammunition.. We have been lying in an 
advance position for 20 days, and I can 
tell you it is a regular hell here and 
one does not know what to do. There 
soon will be no way of escape for us. 
The English smash up everything with 
artillery and we have fearful losses. 

‘‘We have artillery fire here such as 
you cannot imagine. Yesterday 21 men 
were killed and seven wounded with one 
shot. Our artillery does not speak. 

“Today, June 1, is now the thirteenth 
day on which our trenches and the 
ground behind has been exposed to 
heavy fire. -Heavy fire! All trenches 
are smashed in and no more shelter is to 
be had, as the battery emplacements are 
destroyed, and even the six-meter deep 
galleries are not safe from the guns of 
heavy caliber. Thus we are forced into 
the open without a safe passage through 
the hail of iron. Every day we must 
thank God wWe are alive.”
